The Anwrican Methodist Mission Con- 
ference is over, and the nnanimous testi- 
mony of all concerned ix that the meetings 
were a great success, Bishop Joyee has 
won golden apinions from everyone whohas 
had the pleasure of inecting hime A 
geand old ian—full of missionary enthus- 
iasm_ and sympathy, possessing great tact 
and judgment, andl tiny lovable qualities, 
it is little wonder that le hay won the 
affection of every member of hisown cliurch, 
and the esteom of all cther missionaries. 
He and Mrs Joyce, o charming old ‘lady, 
hope to leave ‘for the coast and other inis- 
sion centros in the eourse of a few. days. 
Apart from the spiritual outcome of the 
Conference. whieh, although very real, can- 
not be easily tabulated bere—one result is 
that Chungking is té lose Mr and Mrs 
Peat, who have -boen appointed to take up 
work in Ché: and Chéngtu is to’ be 
congratulated)—while ‘tho Mission as a 
whole will almost immediately extend its 
work in the country districts. Thus this 
great enterprise proceeds, and those of 
your readers who have any interest in the 
missionary cause will be glad te Iéarn that 
a forward movetnent is in contemplation, 
and that fresh attompts to make the gospel 
known to people in the interior of this 
great province aro ou the eve of being in- 
atituted, 

A REGRETTED PARTING. 

The French Consul, Monsieur F. Haas, 
and his aceemplished wife havo left us, 
and our small port mourns their departure. 
Poor M. Haas has’ had to ba invalided 
home, With his indefatigable spirit and 
deterinination to uphold tho rights and 
-honour ‘of France, he started out West 
with the intention of escorting ths. 
‘Fathers’ from Tachienlu baek to their 
station iu Batang, from which they woro 
driven outwith violence some ten yoars 
since. M. Haas had previously visited the 
capital, Chéngtu, and arranged with the 
Viceroy to give him and them an escort of 
fifty soldiers. Thus while England fondly 
tries to curry, favour with the imbeciles 
who rule thi¥ country by listening to thoir 
childish objections, and allows her: mis- 
sionaries and traders to be insulted and 
beaten: when they venture on the ‘ aacred* 
ground of Tibet (still marked Szechuan on 
the Chinese maps), France, which has far 
smallor intorests at stake, stcps to the front 
and shows England the way, M. Haas, 
while currying out this energetic policy in 
person, bravely risked more than his heslth 
could stand in such absolute dearth of the 


~} comforts of life which travel in these parts 


necessitates, and, to our great distress; 
came back to Chungking ite other dey 
soriously il}: he had caught a chill whic! 

attacked. the liver. We fear he will never 
return to these ports and our cxultation at 
having at last a ‘live’ Consul in Chungking 
haa beon short-lived.

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WITH A CAMERA IN THE CLOUDS. 


With the break of morning wo found 
that we had nde encouraging progress, 
put, alas | otr stock of ballast. had run: very 
ov, The nutes and observations which wo 
had constantly made throughout the night 
could now be supplemented withtvisust 
serutiny of the country through which we 
were passing. Our investigations as ta our 
exact whereshouts were not materially 
assisted by the peasuntry. We wore near 
enuugh to tho ground to hear their voices, 
but we either failed to miko oura reach 
them or they could not understand what 
we said. However, we discovered _subse- 
quently that we were above the Depart- 
ment of the Indre, A ing shower en- 
abled us to make the interesting observa- 
tion that the rain was produced by a single 
layer of cloud, whereas the general impres- 
sion is that two layers are necessary fo pro- 
duce rain, We began shortly to ascend, 
and for the next two or three hours purau- 
ed an uninterrupted upward flight, cven- 
tually Ting am altiludg af 5,390 metres, 
Cloudland atretchcd helow us, und its won- 
derfully beautiful and varied aspects drew 
our attention, The ‘time hat come for 
bringing the photographie apparatus into 
play. Photography in the high heavens 
reveals sume remarkable and moving pic- 
tures of cloud beauty, One might imagine 
one’s self gazing through a powerful teles- 
cope upon the desolate and sterile wastes of 
planetary extinction, Rugged folds of 
cuniuli stretched beneath us, broad, bil- 
lowy, envernowi, crested. There -were 
heaped-up dunca and jagged dectivities, 
massce piled: up as ‘though by volcanic ac- 
don, sharp peaks, and pits of narrow no- 
thingness. Some tskysnaps' showed us 
tndulitions of hill and hollow resemb- 
ling the rhythmie riso and fall of the 
deep: others, broken masses, like the 
split and agitated waters of a _rock- 
hound coast. It is this extraordinary 
‘liversity of aspects ch gives to bal- 
looning its unique charm, The camera 
in the heavens opens up Hew worlds of 
leauty, new marvels of ereative majesty. 
There is a wondrous range of startling 
mimicry, a blend of sky, rock, and ocean, 
which appeals with resistless force ta the 
aweil imagination. Even the mountaineer, 
in his hard-won eyrie above the clouds, 
cannot taste of the deop exaltation, the 
intensity of sublime adintration, which the 
aGropant experiences who . haa soared 
on the wings of the murky winter night 
over leagues of mealow aad forest, risen 
with the dawn to a height of two miles 
aleve tho earth, and finds himself with,s 
fresh and joyous sense of nuvel inspiration 
ing Gowy upon, instead of up, ta the 
vas of loudiana. The strangeness is 
such, indeed, as to demand a strong effort 
for realisation. It iy difficult to conceive 
that one is looking down. The aérial 
vectator hes to be reminding himself con- 
stantly that he'ls notin the position of a 
grovelling earth creature, with cireumserib- 
ed horizontal vision, but one gifted with a 
new attribute, enabling him to surrey the 
earth from a ‘fresh — standpoint.—From
